Of these 1,122 are regular troops , 8,252 are vol 
unteers of the levies of May and June last , making 
a total of 374 men, exclusive of the new volunteer 
regimeats. But it is suppeeed that of these 9,571 
not more than about §.000 certainly should he 
counted as effective. It is probable, indeed, that of 
these troops in the field, the effective force may no!

PRUNING FOREST AND ORNA- 
MENTAL TREES. 





Proning is an operation which by some is carrie¢ 
too far, and by others entirely neglected. Wher 
substituted in place of thinning, it is carned to ar 
injurious and unprofitable extent, and when neglect 
ed altogether, many trees will only assume the 
habite of shrubs. It is not « little amusing to ob 
serve the expedients resurted to to remedy the evi 
of close planting, and to put of till a more con 
venient season, the very necessary operation of thin- 
ning, which, if done in time, is the only effectua! 

Owe of these shifts, and a most absurd om 
it is, is cutting off the whole of the lower branches 
| leaving only = fw of the upper ones to form + 
small top, as if nature had committed a great erro: 
in furnishing the planis with « superfiuity of re 
sources by which te draw to them thet nourish 
ment necessary for their existence.

In performing this operation, sttenher 
should be paid to the natural habit or form of the 
tree, and thus to assist, but not to thwart nature |) 
is difficult to attempt to make an oak, or any other 
round-headed tree, assume the habit of an erec! 
| growing plant, such as the Lombardy poplar. It is 
| therefore difficult to lay down a general rule, and 
| much must depend on the judgment of the ope 
| rator. It may be remarked, however, that all trees

intended to grow to timber should be set off with 
one stem, and every rival te the top or leading 
shoot should be cut off, and any side shoot o:
